AMES, Ia., June 9 (AP)—Sec- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles said today Russia's rul- 
ers are making “a gigantic ef- 
fort to build up their military 
establishment.” He cautioned 
the American people against 
seeking to buy security for the 
United States at “bargain coun- 
ter prices.” 

Dulles’s speech at Iowa State 
College commencement exer- 
cises contained also an appeal 
obviously directed at Congress, 


which is now considering the 
foreign aid program. Dulles 
said it will be necessary to 


spend about $40,000,000,000 a 
year on American armed forces 
and foreign military and econ- 
omic aid as long as the danger 
of international communism 


persists. 
He called that “peace insur- 
ance,” and said the United 


States could afford 10 per cent 
of its gruss national product for 
t “while at the same time rais- 
ing our living standards.” 

Without mentioning Mos- 
cow's talk of reducing its armed 
forces, which he previously has 
discounted, Dulles said “the 
Soviet Union is spending. for 
military and foreign purposes 
hostile to us, about 20 per cent 
of the gross product of the 
Soviet Union.” 

Approved by President. 

Dulles’s comments bore the 
advance indorsement of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, who mepn- 
tioned the forthcoming speech 
at his Wednesday news confer- 
ence and said it would deal 
with the whole question of 
“waging peace.” 

The Secretary took occasion 
to discuss the problem of neu- 
trality. Praising the effective- 
ness of military alliances which 
the United States has made 
with 42 other countries in the 
western hemisphere, ‘surope, 
and Asia, Dulles. said these 
treaties abolish the principle of 
neutrality among the nations 
which belong to them. 

He described neutrality as a 
policy “which pretends that a 
nation can best gain safety for 
itself by being indifferent to 
the fate of others.” Then he 
added bluntly: 

“This has increasingly become 
an obsolete conception and ex- 
cept under very exceptional cir- 
cumstances, it is an immoral 
and shortsighted conception.” 

Eisenhower on Neutrality. 

At his newssconference. 
Wednesday, President Eisen- 
hower said some nations had 
chosen to remain free of mili- 
tary alliances and that “I can- 
not see that this is always to 
the disadvantage of such a coun- 
trv as ours.” 

The White House issued an 
unusual statement the next day 
saying Mr. Eisenhower believes 
“there are special conditions 
which justify political neutrality 
but that no nation has the right 
to be indifferent to the fate of 
another.” 

Dulles re-emphasized the later 
statement in his speech today. 

The $40,000,000,000 a year 
which Dulles said the United 
States must be prepared, per- 
haps for many years, to pay for 
“peace insurance’ consists—he 
explained—of $36,000,000,000 
for the armaments and armed 
forces of the United States, 
$3,300,000,000 for military as- 
sistance in various forms to 
friendly nations and allies and 
$700,000,000 for economic aid. 

He said the economic assist- 
ance program must be main- 
tained and possibly even in- 
creased because “it would in- 
deed be ironical if we should 
drop out of that field just at

NEW YORK, June 9 ‘AP)— 
Averill Harriman  an- 
nounced himself today as an 
active candidate for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for Presi- 
dent, 

He told 200 delegates to the 
Hat Workers union convention: 
“I want to say to you that this 
hat is in the ring.” 

With that he tossed an 
gray fedora into the air. 

At the same convention yes- 
terday, David Dubinsky, the 
influential head of the Inter- 
national Ladies’ Garment Work- 
ers union, had urged Harriman 


to abandon any thoughts of 
seeking the nomination and 
work for the good of the party. 

Dubinsky Backs Stevenson. 

Dubinsky, who also is co- 
chairman of New York state's 
Liberal party, which has con- 
siderable vote power in the 
state, indorsed Adlai E. Steven- 
son for the Democratic nomina- 
tion. 

Harriman’s declaration fol- 
lowed closely on the heels of 
Stevenson victories in stgte pri- 
maries, projecting him into a 
leading possibility for the nom- 
ination, and the illness of Pres- 
ident Eisenhower, which might 
alter the President's avowed in- 
tention of seeking renomina- 
tion at the Republican conven- 
tion. 

Following his-California pri- 
mary victory this week over 
Senator Estes Kefauver of Ten- 
nessee, Stevenson said he re- 
garded Harriman as his chief 
opponent for nomination. 

Although Harriman long has 
described himself as an “inac- 
tive” candidate, political ob- 
servers regarded him as a full- 
fledged contender Merely. wait- 
ing until he felt the appropri- 
ate time had arrived for an 
outright declaration. 

In his brief appearance _be- 
fore the hat workers, Harriman 
said: 

“I believe in the unity of the

WASHINGTON, June 9—

go in building up the economic 


and political possibilities of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization, and with Chancellor 


Konrad Adenauer of West Ger- 
many, who arrived in New York 
today to confer on the general 
European situation. 

The President had planned to 
go to Panama for’ informal 
meetings with the Presidents 
of the Latin American Repub- 
lics on June 25 and 26 and to 
meet with Prime Minister Neh- 
ri of India on his visit to the 
United States from July 6 to 11. 

Meetings Canceled. 

Two White House meetings 
next week will be canceled, one 
on Monday with a bipartisan 
group of congressional leaders 
on the foreign aid bill and the 
other on Tuesday with his re- 
cent appointees on a commis- 
sion to explore the possibilities 
for better people-to-people con- 
tacts and partnerships through- 
out the world 

The governmental

All Eyes on Nixon Now. 

The sudden change in the 
President's health focused at- 
tention at once on Vice Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon, who is next

dency and whose renomination 
for a second term with Mr. 
Eisenhower has been generally 
assumed in recent weeks. 

Nixon is a controversial fig- 
ure, and the Democrats are cer- 
tain to direct much of their 
campaign oratory at his quali- 
fications to succeed to the pres- 
idency® 

Democratic and Republican 
politicians alike confined their 
on-the-record reactions to the 
President's new illness to ex- 
pressions of hope that the at- 
tack was not serious and that 
Mr. Fisenhower’s recovery 
would be rapid. They were un- 
willing on the record to specu- 
late on the effect of his illness 
on the 1956 campaign. 

But there was no effort to 
gloss over the potential political 
effects of a new illness for the 
President so soon after his Sep- 
tember heart attack and before 
the new campaign has opened 
in earnest. 

Hall Quickly Notified. 

One of the first persons noti- 
fied of the illness was Leonard 
W. Hall, Republican national 
chairman, who said simply the 
White House was making pub- 


lic all the facts. 
In the first two days after 
the Denver heart attack, when 


the President was critically ill 
and few thought he would seek 
a second term, Hall announced 
boldly in New York that he was 
assuming the 1956 ticket would 
be headed by President Eisen- 
hower and Vice President Nix- 
on. It was not until Feb. 29 
that Mr. Eisenhower announced 
he would run again 

The word at Republican head- 
quarters yesterday was that the 
new illness had not changed 
any plans. The assumption there 
was that the President would 
recover quickly and would re- 


main a candidate for re-elec- 
tion.

The operation performed on 
President Eisenhower to relieve 
an intestinal obstruction prob- 
ably will keep him from return- 
ing to work for at least two 
weeks to more than a month, 
two prominent St. Louis sur- 
geons told the Post-Dispatch 
today. 

Dr. Evarts A. Graham, Bixby 
professor emeritus of clinical 
surgery at the Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine, said 
a patient of the President's age 
would be in’ convalescenge at 
least a month and ‘arohabin 
longer.” 

The other specialist, who de- 
clined to permit use of his 
name, said the President prob- 


ably could be back at work in 
two or three weeks, assuming 
there were no complications 


from the operation. 
Cause of Disease Not Known. 
The disease, which is 
ileitis, is a chronic 
ring ailment which is serious 
but not fatal in itself, the 
specialist added. The cause, he 
said, is not known, but it re- 
sults in an inflammation and 
swelling of the small intestine 
The usual operation in such 
cases does not involve removal 
of the diseased portion of the 
intestine, he said. Instead, the 
inflamed part—usually one to 
three feet in jength—is_ bv- 
passed, he saic, and allowed to 
atrophy or shrink from disuse 
Surgeons join the unaffected 
portion to the colon so that no 
organic matter can pass through 
the diseased part, he said

Said, the diseased portion is 
completely removed, depending 
on the surgeon's judgment 
‘Patients on whom the bypass

Unanswered Questions. 

Hagerty gave reporters § ne 
opportunity to ask some of the 
important unanswered ques 
tions concerning the President's 
first major illness since his 
heart attack of last fall. 

The questions uppermost wers 
whether any tissue had been re 
moved in relieving the intesti 
nal obstruction and the natureo 
the obstruction, which has no 
been identified except for the 
fact that it was non-malienant 

(The United Press said it hae 
learned from one of the. at 
tending surgeons that the pro 
cedure used on the operation i 
called an “entero-enterostomy.’ 
A leading surgeon told the 
United Press this involves creat 


_ing a by-pass around the ob 


struction in the ileum or smal 
intestine 
(In such an operation, no sec 


tion of the tube-like ileum i 
actually removed. Instead, ths 
surgeon cuts openings  botl 


above and below the obstructio1 
and sutures them together, lh 
this way a clear passageway i 
restored and the affected par 
of the ileum no longer is used 
although it remains in the body 

This would explain why thi 
official bulletin said the opera 
tion “relieved” rather than re 
moved the obstruction, It is pos 
sible. in some cases, to removi 
a diseased section of the ileun

a heart attack suffered last 
Sept. 24, the President an- 
nounced Feb. 29 that he would 
run again. 


Since that time, he has twice 
said publicly that he would take 
himself out of the presidential 
race if his health was seriously) 
affected. 

Statement by Hagerty. 

The operation began at 2:59 
am. Immediately after it was 
completed, Hagerty issued the 
following statement: 

“The operation was concluded 
at 4:52 a.m. The operation was 
successful. The President's post- 
operative condition is very satis- 
factory. He left the operating 
table in excellent condition.” 

An hour later, Hagerty gave 
reporters a longer statement 
which said the President had 
returned to his suite at 5:11 
am. (Hagerty explained that 
“it takes a little time after they 
finish the operation before they 
move him out of the operating 
room and back to the suite...’) 

“At operation, an intestinal 
obstruction due to ileitis, a non- 
malignant disease, was con- 
firmed, and the obstruction was 
relieved,” the statement said. 

General anesthesia was em- 
ployed in the operation, and the 
President's heart action was 
normal throughout. 

“The President's condition 
continues very satisfactorily,” 
the statement concluded. 


Signed by Two Physicians. 


The statement was signed on 
behalf of the physicians at- 
tending the President by Gen 
Snyder and Maj. Gen. Heaton. 

There was no immediate in- 
dication how long Mr. Ejisen- 
hower would remain at the hos- 
pital, to which he was admitted 
yesterday afternoon. 


Mr. Eisenhower's illness was 
diagnosed as ileitis, an inflam- 
mation of the lower portion of 
the small intestine, accompa- 
nied by a partial obstruction of 
the intestine. Throughout yes- 
terday’s rapid developments, 
the doctors, through Hagerty, 
emphasized that the condition 
was not related to the heart. 


As a “precautionary meas- 
ure,’ however, Dr. Paul Dudley 
White, the noted Boston heart 
specialist who attended Mr 
Bisenhower after the Sept. 24 
attack, was present in the op- 
eration room, Hagerty said. 

Mrs. Eisenhower Nearby. 

Mrs. Eisenhower waited 
throughout the operation in the 
living room of the third-floor 
executive suite which is her 
hdsband’s quarters. With her 
was their son, Maj. John S. 
Eisenhower, and the President's

Asked if the Chief Executive, 
who is 65 years old, had been 
told he was going to be op- 
erated on, Hagerty replied: “Of 
course.” 

When a reporter wanted to 
know what Mr. Eisenhower said, 
the Press Secretary smiled and 
answered: 

“I think he said, ‘Of course.’ 
I don’t know the exact words.” 


Hagerty. was asked if the 
word “relieved” when applied 
to the intestinal obstruction 


meant that it was removed, 
was there a difference? He said 
he did not know. 

Two Washington surgeons 
specializing in abdominal sur- 
gery told the Post-Dispatch the 


word “obstruction” or “partial 
obstruction” would not mean 
the presence of an object in 


the intestines. It would mean 
that the wall of the intestine 
was inflamed and_— swollen, 
hampering its normal function, 
or the intestine could be thick- 
ened by scar tissue or strictures 
if the condition were chronic, 
that is, had extended over a 
long period of time, they said. 
Two Previous Attacks. 

Hagerty told reporters yes- 
terday Mr. Eisenhower had suf- 
fered two similar attacks pre- 
viously, once in 1949 when he 
was president of Columbia Uni- 
versity and once in 1953 when 
he was addressing a luncheon 
meeting of the American So- 
ciety of Newspaper Editors. 

On the latter occasion, he 
went through with his speech 
but passed up any food and 
perspired 
ing. His voice was noticeably 
weak. 

At 2:15 a.m. Hagerty told re- 
porters: “It is the considered 
opinion of the physicians in at- 
tendance that since the pre- 
viously mention partial obstruc- 
tion in the terminal (ower) 
portion of the small intestine 
has persisted, an exploratory 
operation is necessary.” 

An exploratory operation is 
one performed when the exact 
condition is not known. Hager- 
ty said its purpose in the Presi- 
dent's case was to find the 
cause of the obstruction and 
correct it. 

When Dr. White arrived last 
night, he told reporters: 

“There is no indication from 
what I have been told that the 
President's heart is involved in 
his present upset.” He added 
that the ileitis “might have 
little effect (on the heart) but 
‘not much.”

After his announcement that

of his duties, he ‘‘would no 
longer be there in the job or 
I wouldn't be available for the 
job.” 

At his March 7 news confer- 
ence, he was asked if the pre- 
vious remark meant he would 
withdraw from the race any 
time he found his health was 
not up to the burdens of the 
presidency. 

Explaining that he was talk- 
ing about his “general organic 
fitness for the job,” Mr. Eisen- 
hower replied that “any time 
that I believe that I have failed 
to the point of inability to per- 
form the job properly, then that 
goes before the American peo- 
ple instantly.” 

He added, however, that he 
should not be held to that “if 
I get a week's case of the flu 
or something else.” 

After a physical examination 
of the President on Feb. 14, 
Dr. White reported that all the 
findings indicated Mr. Eisen- 
hower had made a “good re- 
covery” 
He added: 

“Fully aware of the hazards 
and uncertainties that lie ahead, 
we believe that medically the 
President should be able to 
carry on an active life satis- 
factorily for another five to 10 
years.” 

He made it clear he was re- 
ferring to an active life in the 
presidency. 

After that examination, Mr. 
Eisenhower went south to 
Thomasville, Ga. Shortly after 
he returned he announced his 
candidacy for a second term. 

He acknowledged that as a 
recovered heart patient, he 
might “possibly be a greater 
risk than is the normal person 
of my age” but said he felt as 
well as he had before the heart 
attack,

At the beginning of World 
War II, Dr. Blades went into 
service as a lieutenant colonel 
and became chief surgeon in 
the thoracic section of Walter 
Reed General Hospital in Wash- 
ington. Later he was advanced 
to the rank of colonel. While 
there he also was a consultant 
in thoracic surgery to the sur- 
geon general, 

For his work in chest surgery 
in the war, Dr. Blades was 
awarded the Legion of Merit 
and was a member of a group 
of doctors credited in a War 
Department report in 1945 with 
improving the techniques in 
chest surgery to the extent 
that more lives were saved 
than in World War I. 

Following the war he went to 
George Washington University 
where he has been since. He is

DR. EISENHOWER 
RESIGNS AS HEAD 
OF UNIVERSITY 


UNIVERSITY PARKE. Pa 
June 9 ‘(AP)—Dr. Milton Eisen- 
hower has submitted for “per- 
sonal reasons” his resignation 
as president of Pennsylvania 
State University. He said his 
decision to resign was not 
prompted by the illness of his 
brother, the President. 

Dr. Eisenhower's letter of res- 
ignation was disclosed last night 
after he flew to Washington to 
visit the President at Walter 
Reed Hospital. 

In a letter to the university 
board of directors Dr. Eisen- 
hower said. he decided to resign 
more than a month ago. White 
House Press Secretary James 
Hagerty said in Washington that 
the President had known of the 
decision for four to six weeks. 

University officials said the 
resignation had not been ac- 
cepted and that they would at- 
tempt to pérsuadée Dr. Eisen- 
hower to retain’ the presidency. 

“Absolutely no considération 
has been given to a successor 
_..' the university said. Eisen- 
hower, who is 56, has been pres- 
ident of the university almost 
six years. He asked that the 
resignation become effective by 
Dec, 31. 

Dr. Eisenhower said he did 
not intend to enter government 
service and that he would de- 
cide his future plans after a 
brief vacation in July.

URGES TAX GUT

Immediate Relief for 
_ Low-Income Families 
Advocated to Prevent 
Serious Decline.

WASHINGTON, June 9—An 
immediate three-billion-dollar 
individual federal income tax 
cut for low- and middle-income 
families was advocated today by 
the AFL-CIO Economic Policy 
Committee, marking the firct 


such recommendations without 
qualification. 

“An immediate and concerted 
effort is required to bolster con- 


sumer income and _ée spend- 
ing,’ the committee reported, 
“through collective bargaining 
advances, reduced income rates 
and a revision of the federal 
tax structure to provide relief 
iqgr low- and middle-income 


families in order to prevent a 
serious economic decline. 

“A cut of about three billion 
dollars in the individual income 
tax at this time would still leave 
a federal budget surplus, es- 
pecially if first steps are taken 
to eliminate tax loopholes that 
grant special tax privileges to 
wealthy families and corpora- 
tions.” 


‘Mild Decline.’ 


The committee, headed by 
Walter P. Reuther, head of the 
United Auto Workers and an 
AFL-CIO vice president, said 
that over-all economic condi- 
tions in this country are affect- 
ed by “a mild decline.” Such a 
decline, the committee stated, 
unless checked by tax deduc- 
tions and other proposed meas- 
ures, may continue into 1957. 

In an economic analysis the 
committee listed five current 
major developments in the na- 
tional economy, as follows: 

. “Over-all production, sales 
and employment have leveled 
off since last fall, except for 
small seasonal changes. 

“Downward moving parts of 
the national economy have been 
the farm sector and consumer 
activities—the production and 
sale of autos, homes, appliances, 
textiles and clothing. Business 
investment in new plant and 
equipment, however, has been 
rising—resulting in strength in 
industrial and commercial 
building, construction steel, ma- 
chinery, instruments and the 
building of railroad cars. 

“Between October and March. 
the rise in business investment 
tended to offset dechines else- 
where in the economy—produc- 
ing a fairly level over-all trend 
for about six months. 

Expected Upturn Weak. 

“Since March, economic fac- 
tors that make for contraction 
seem to be gaining an upper 
hand over those that support 
expansion.: The expected spring 
upturn in economic activities 
has been weaker than normal, 
especially in auto sales. Total 
busines inventories have con- 
tinued to rise, while total sales 
have tapered off. 

“A mild decline in national 
leveis of production and em- 
ployment is expected in the 
Summer months, if it has not 
already started.” 

Dealing with unemployment 
in the automotive industry, the 
committee pointed out that it 
has occurred at a time when the 
industry is normally boosting 
production. Auto inventories, 
it stated, still are high, around 
900,000 cars, but employment is 
at the lowest level since Octo- 
ber 1954 with indications thet 
further substantial cuts may be 


expected. Production and em- 
ployment cutbacks also were 
noted in the farm equipment 


and home appliance fields. 

The committee said that the 
Federal Government’s budget 
surpluses, estimated at three 
billion in the administrative 
budget and about seven billion 
in the cash budget for the fiscal 
year now ending, are withdraw- 
ing “huge sums from the spend- 
ing stream.” 

Depression Tendency. 

“This withdrawal of funds 
without even a publicly an- 
nounced plan for early tax 
cuts,” the committee stated, 
“tends to depress the level of 
economic activities.” 

The committee noted “‘wide- 
spread criticism” of increase in 
interest rates by the Federal 
Reserve Board for avowed pur- 
pose of combatting “inflation- 
ary pressures.”’ Such rates. the 
committee added, have been 
criticized “even from business 
and Administration spokesmen 
who believe the board has gone 
much too far.” 

“Some observers 
pick-up in over-all levels of 
economic activity in the last 
three months of the year,” the 
committee stated,” after a mild 
— in summer and early 
Aii: 

“This belief is largely based 
on the hope that the 1957 model 
automobiles will capture suffi- 
cient public attention to boost 
Sales and output in the automo- 
bile and related parts of the 
economy. 

“It is unlikely, however, that 
there is sufficient strength in 
the consumer sector to produce 
a sharp enough economic lift 
towards the end of the year for 
total output to surpass the 
levels reached in the spring.”

Failure to Agree. 

The N.N.S.C. was expected to 
withdraw its three teams from 
North Korea on its own au- 
thority, having failed to obtain 
U.N. and Communist agreement 
on a plan for reducing or elim- 
inating the functions of the in- 
spection group. 

The U.N. allies ordered the 
inspectors out of the Republic 
of Korea's territory a week ago, 
saying the inspection system 
had become a farce with the 
Communists in North Korea 
evading inspectors and violating 
the truce at will. 

The N.N.S.C. offered to pull 
its three inspection teams out 
of North Korea, too, but the 
Communist high command in- 
sisted the inspectors be permit- 
ted to go back to either side for 


arms imports. 

The U.N. command refused to 
agree to the condition. 

It promised to continue ob- 
serving its side of the truce, but 
said the ‘neutrals’ must stay 
out of South Korea until the 
Communists removed the _ jet 
planes and other arms smug- 
gled into North Korea. 

Victory for Rhee. 

Eviction of the teams from 
South Korea was a victory for 
R.O.K. President Syngman 
Rhee.

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The first and overwhelming concern of the 
American people now is for the health of the 
President. 

This was the heartfelt reaction of the entire 
nation last September when Mr. Eisenhower 
suffered his heart attack. It is the deep feeling 
of everyone now that the President has been 
stricken again, this time seriously enough that 
he was operated on within a few hours after 
he was taken to the hospital. 

At a time like this there can be only one 
wish and that is for Mr. Eisenhower's full and 
complete recovery at the earliest time possible. 

The promptness with which the operation 
was conducted is all to the good and from the 
standpoint of the patient as well as from that of 
the country. 

Certainly there is a large measure of relief 
in knowing that the most able of surgeons found 
the President's trouble and moved at once to 


correct it.

This means that there now will be no period 
of anxious waiting while further tests are made 
and further consultations are held. The Pres- 
ident has had his stay in the operating room. 
He is now a convalescent and the indications 
point to a wholly satisfactory post-operative con- 
dition. 

The statements of the physicians that the 
President's heart condition has been good 
throughout and there is no connection between 
this attack of ileitis and his coronary thrombosis 
are most reassuring. For now the recovery from 
the operation may be expected to proceed with- 
out placing undue stress on the President's 
circulatory system. 

This new illness at the White House is all 
the more distressing because Mr. Eisenhower had 
made so fine a recovery from his heart attack. 
He had slowly but steadily increased his work 
load in handling the overwhelming burdens of 
his great office. 

Happily he had found also the formula for 
frequent breaks so as to enjoy some of the 
pleasures that the presidency affords. Only a 
few hours before his seizure he had a merry 
time with the Washington press photographers 


at their annual banquet.

The President’s illness will have both imme- 
diate effects and potentially long-term impli- 
cations. But consideration of these can wait 
at least for the time being. 

Now the thoughts of all citizens of the United 
States and countless people around the world 
are for the personal welfare of Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. 

The stricken President deserves and is en- 
titled to have untroubled rest as he starts again 
on the road to the restoration of his health. 
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A Pay Raise Based on Hope 

The 5 per cent pay raise for city workers, 
proposed by the Civil Service Commission, now 
has been voted by the Board of Aldermen. It 
is ¢asy enough to justify this increase by com- 
paring city salaries with wages paid for com- 
parable work in private employment. What is 
disturbing, however, is that the higher salaries 
were not included in the recently approved 
city budget. 


The Aldermen seem to be convinced that the 
extra $1,500,000 called for by the increase can 
be obtained from unexpended municipal ap- 
propriations and the Public Service Co. gross 
receipts tax. They also may be hoping that 
revenues will be greater than anticipated. Since 
the Public Service Co. tax is subject to legal 
challenge, these hardly are ideal sources of 
money for a payroll. 


Since the Aldermen and the city officials 
concerned were notified in advance by the Civil 
Service Commission of the proposed increase, 
it was ostrich-like to push through the budget 
without providing for this expense. Public 
financing ought to rest on more than a hope, 
even a reasonably well-grounded hope. 


Perhaps the current high level of general 
wages may provide the needed money through 
the earnings tax. City departments can make 
this more probable by strenuous efforts to 
keep their costs below their appropriations. 
Meanwhile it is difficult to argue that city em- 
ployes should have been denied a warranted 
raise because of failure to provide for it. At 
worst, the increase should produce only a small 
deficit, much smaller than those to which St. 
Louls was accustomed for years. 
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For a Talk With Canada 


Fresh notice has been served on the Admin- 
istration that the thorny problems of Canadian- 
United States natural resources should be taken 
up at State Department level. Delegate Bartlett 
of Alaska in a letter to Secretary Dulles has sup- 
ported the proposal, made in the House of Com- 
mons at Ottawa, for a Canadian corridor through 
the Alaska panhandle. The corridor would give 
asbestos and base metals mines in northern 
British Columbia ready access to the Pacific. 

Prime Minister St. Laurent had already urged 
in the Canadian Parliament that negotiations 
between his country and the United States over 
joint use of the Columbia River be elevated to 
consideration between high representatives of 
the two Governments. These negotiations are 
stalled in the International Joint Commission. 
The commission is headed by former Gov. Jor- 
dan of Utah, a long-time enemy of public power. 
As the negotiations have to do with the maxi- 
mum utilization of power by the two coun- 
tries, Chairman Jordan occupies a truly 
ambiguous position. Senator Neuberger of Ore- 
gon is leading an effort to transfer the dispute 
to the State Department, and to have Mr. Jor- 
dan's fitness investigated. 

As long ago as the first week in April, Prime 
Minister St. Laurent suggested to President 
Eisenhower, at their conference at White Sul- 
phur Springs, W. Va., that the problems of wa- 
terpower on rivers crossing the international 
boundary should be the subject of top-leyel de- 
liberation. The White Sulphur talk on this point, 
however, did not go beyond polite formalities, 
and now, two months later, the impasse over 
the Columbia continues, while another source 
of trouble on the Yukon river is developing. 

Would it not be far better to take up these 
matters at once at the proper levels of Govern- 
ment, rather than allow postponement of solu-

tions to become chronic, with all the attendant 


irritations? The question is being asked now as 
cogently from our own Alaska Territory as from 
the Canadian Dominion. 
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Revolt on Foreign Aid 

The House has not had the last word on 
foreign aid. But its revolt against the Admini- 
stration program, executed over the combined 
opposition of the Democratic and Republican 
leadership, is a serious setback. As the Admini- 
stration seeks Senate support for a restoration 
of all or part of the billion dollars cut out by 
the House, it would do well to give thought to 
the cause of the revolt. 

On the key issue—the 119 to 112 standing 
vote against a Democratic amendment restoring 
$600,000,000 of the cut recommended by the 
Foreign Affairs Committee—reporters observed 
that a majority of the Republicans voted No. 
It is unfortunate that no roll call was taken. If 
a majority of Republicans voted against the 
amendment, a majority of Democrats undoubt- 
edly voted for it. 

In other words, Speaker Rayburn was more 
successful in holding Democrats in line for 
foreign aid than the President was in holding 
Republicans. Both had made strong pleas 
against the billion-dollar slash. 

If the Democrats are still slightly more sym- 

pathetic to the President’s program than his 
own party, the big fact remains that House 
members of both parties combined to defeat it 
by almost two to one. Why such an overwhelm- 
ingly negative vote? The figure represents, we 
suspect, a fusion of the old isolationists, who 
have looked on foreign aid all along as just a 
senseless “giveaway,” with a growing number 
of congressmen who have become skeptical about 
the particular forms and directions of the pro- 
gram as now administered. 
" It is the latter group that the Administration 
and other supporters of foreign aid need to 
worry most about. In one sense these new 
skeptics may be a product of the Bulganin- 
Khrushchev peace offensive. They reflect a 
widespread feeling that continued heavy em- 
phasis on military aid may not be the nmiost 
appropriate response to Soviet tactics which 
now lean 80 markedly on political and economic 
methods. 

The Administration itself has acknowledged 
the need for a reapprais@ of foreign aid by 
promising to call in distinguished leading citi- 
zens to aid such a study. Meanwhile it pro- 
poses, sensibly enough, to follow the policy 
already laid down, Just as Secretary Acheson 
used to say that you cannot pull up a plant by 
the roots every day to see how it is coming 
along, the Administration can plausibly con- 
tend that until and unless a reappraisal indi- 
cates the need for a shift in foreign aid policy, 
the program already in effect should be con- 
tinued. 

On a narrower issue, the House substantially 
accepted this point of view when it defeated a 
move to deny foreign aid to Yugoslavia, because 
of Tito’s visit to Moscow. Unquestionably in- 
fluenced by the President's statement. that 
néutralism is not necessarily incompatible with 
American interests, the House voted to allow 
Yugoslavia aid to continue if the. President 
finds that the conditions which caused aid to be 
extended in the first place still exist. 

But the congressmen could not be persuaded 
to follow the same logic on foreign aid gener- 
ally. Now it is up to the Senate to take a 
broader view, and restore at least part of the 
funds requested by the Administration. Mean- 
while the “reappraisal” had better get going 
in a hurry. 
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$1,000,000 on the Line 

The fact that a group of St. Louis business 
men is willing to put up $1,000,000 to help the 
city build two municipal garages is a fair meas- 
ure of their concern over the downtown parking 
situation. 

Traffic experts have listed downtown's cur- 
rent need at 6000 spaces. Commercial garage 
and parking let operators, on the other hand, 
declare this isn’t so. How is the layman to re- 
solve these contradictions? Well, if there were 
no shortage, would hard-headed business men be 
willing to gamble $1,000,000 of their own money 
on the garages? It hardly seems likely. 

A firm in the financial market is prepared to 
invest $3,500,000 of the $4,500,000 needed to 
finance construction of the two new garages. 
With the commitment from the business men to 
take what in effect is a second mortgage, all 
that is necessary to make the garages a reality 
is some help from the Board of Aldermen— 
authority for the city to condemn land for this 
purpose. 

If the aldermen ignore the objections of those 
with a vested interest in continuing the down- 
town parking shortage the bill ought to be en- 
acted without any trouble. The business men 
have put their money on the line. The alder- 
mén can see that it is put to good use. 
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New Mandate Against Rackets 

The AFL-CIO Executive Council has author- 
ized its ethical practices committee to investi- 
gate all charges of racketeering and wrongdoing 
in unions. From now on, the committee need not 
wait for authorization from the council to look 
into complaints received by that body. Fact- 
finding, of course, is only part of the process of 
rooting out evils, but it is the essential prelim- 
inary to disciplinary action. Without doubt, the 
committee's authority has been substantially 
increased. 


This was done on a motion by AFL-CIO Presi» 
dent George Meaney after President Fisenhower 
offered the labor organization federal assistance 
in cleaning house. Because so much of the real 
power in the old AFL rested in its autonomous 
member unions, the federation on occasion 
found clean-ups difficult. The word from the 
President may have been impetus enough for a 
new effort “to keep our house clean ourselves.” 


Strong anti-racketeering pressure also comes 
from Walter Reuther and other CIO leaders 
who are now among the officers of the mérged 
abor organization. Perhaps because it still has 
some of its original zeal and also because it is 
easier to police industrial unions—many of 
whose members work in the same plant in con- 
trast with the scattered, isolated employment of, 
say, AFL building trades workers and teamsters 
—the CIO has been more successfully vigilant 
against racketeering. It would like to see the 
consolidated labor movement carry on. 


But whatever the motivation, an? move against 
racketeering is welcome. It is proper that union 
leaders should desire to keep their organizations 
clean. But it is also worth remembering that 
the racketeer has little respect for rules and 
regulations. Often he is a criminal and a terror- 
ist who cannot be handled by either unions or 
employers. His case is one for law-enforcement 
agencies. And they should not neglect it. 
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No one need ever again wonder why they 
call them the Pirates.

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Baseball fans thought Pittsburgh would he Branch Rickey s first 
real failure, but the Pirates are proving otherwise; they are his 
youngsters they were almost terrible, but as veterans 
they have surprised everyone except, perhaps, Mr. Rickey.

It’s been such a beautiful bubble that 
it would seem fitting to take an admir- 
ing glance at its iridescent sheen be- 
fore it bursts. And if.it doesn't burst, so 
much the better. At the moment, though, 
the Pittsburgh Pirates appear to have 
neither transparency nor flimsiness. 
They seem to be solid sensations. 

What is the secret of such success? 
Lefty Gomez once had a flip answer to 
that query. “Clean living and a fast out- 
field,” the former Yankee pitcher was 
wont to say with 
proper solemnity. 
But that doesn’t ex- 
plain the startling 
rise of the Bucca- 
neers from hope- 
less cellar-dwellers 
into explorers of 
baseball's strato- 
sphere. 


Some of the ex- 
planation rests with 
Bob Friend, maybe 
the best pitcher in 
the game. Some 
rests with Dale 
Long, the red-hot Branch Rickey 
homer hitter. Some rests with Bobby 
Bragan, the ingenious and inspirational 
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manager. But those are surface find- 
ings. 
The real explanation lies deeper. 


Whether or not Pittsburgh fans like the 
answer, they can’t in conscience refuse 
to acknowledge it. The hidden hero in 
Pirate success is Branch Rickey. 

The Mahatma was reviled and abused, 
the blame for the Pirate downfall placed 
contemptuously at his feet. Critical 
pressure became so acute that the Top 
Branch finally was lopped off and active 
control of the organization wrenched 
from him. But Rickey still is the guy 
who blew the air into that bubble and 
then reluctantly shook it loose from 
his pipe to soar gracefully away. 

Like Stalin, Rickey had a Five-Year 
Plan. The Mahatma’'s also was de- 
layed in reaching the goal. His critics 
said that the parade had passed him 
by and that Rickey, the old has-been, 
had lost the magic touch that enabled 
him to achieve miracles with both Cards 
and Dodgers. 

Not once during the dreary years of 
waiting did he lose confidence in the 
ultimate attainment of his objectives. 
But he did fear that his project, slowed 
down by the drafting into service of 
300 ball players from the Pirate organ- 
ization, might not reach completion be.

“T didn’t think you were serious.” 

Perhaps Haney had become so numbed 
by such incidents that he had outlived 
his usefulness. At any rate Rickey per- 
emptorily dismissed his old friend last 
season just before he himself was 
squeezed out. The Mahatma had become 
too expensive because he is an extrava- 
gant man who plunged the Pirates 
$1,850,000 Into the red in four years. 
Less forgivable, perhaps was the fact 
that the fans vented their spleen on 
the Top Branch, blaming him for all 
their woes.

Folks had 
said that the Pirates would represent 
the first failure of the Mahatma’s other- 
wise brilllant baseball career. It must 
be clear by now that they were wrong.

Oh Pioneer Woman! 


HANNAH FOWLER. by Janice Molt Giles. (Hough. 
ton Mifflin Co. 312 pas., $3.78.) 

As refreshing as a draft of spring 
water and as satisfying as a piece of 
hot corn pone is this novel about a 
young pioneer woman in the Kentucky 
wilderness. 

As Hannah’s mother dies the little 
girl is only five so it is natural that her 
pa should raise her almost like a boy, 
teaching her all he knew of living off 
the land, hunting, dressing down skins, 
hewing logs but without neglecting the 
womanly arts of cooking, gardening and 

spinning. When 
Major George Rog- 
ers Clark leads a 
party of settlers 
down the Ohio on 
flatboats Hannah 
and her father go 
along, but they 
soon strike out by 
themselves for 
Boonesburg. It is 
bad luck that Sam- 
ual Moore's axe 
slips and cuts his 
leg but nobody 
knows better than 
Hannah that bear's 
grease is the best 
thing to draw out the poison. So she 
takes her gun and goes to hunt a bear 
Instead she finds Tice Fowler, which 
is the best luck she could have had 
right then. 

So begins the story of Hannah, writ- 
ten with love and warmth and strength 
by a Kentuckian who knows her state's 
history and _  stanch heritage. The 
backwoods speech has a dignity that 
rises above matters of grammar, and 
Hannah's homely directness in dealing 
with life is extremély touching. 

Those were difficult times for these 
early settlers of 1778. We follow Han- 
nah and Tice through days at Fort 
Logan, the building of a home in the 
Wilderness, the birth of their child, 
the winter of the Great Cold, an at- 
tack by wolves and the ever-danger 
from marauding Indians. 

This story has a strong realism. It 
makes the reader feél a participant in 
the hardships and triumphs of Hannah 
and Tice. This is real escapé literature.

An inquiry to determine if 
a test suit shall be filed seek- 
ing a ruling on whether a new 
charter can cover county as 
well as municipal functions of 
St. Louis was authorized yester- 
day by the Board of Free- 
holders.

tions on the advisability of such 
a suit and with suggestions for

Question Raised In 1945. 
Stemmler, who was co-coun- 
sel for an earlier Board of 
Freeholders in 1949-50, said 


one of the greatest issues which 
would come before the new 
board is whether county func- 
tions could be included in a 
new charter for the city. 

The earlier board had a legal 
opinion in which he concurred 
that the 1945 Missouri Consti- 
tution provided such rights, but 
the question has never been 
passed on by the courts. 

Until there is such an adjudi- 
cation, the legality of including 
county offices in a new charter 
will not be free from doubt, 
he said. 

If a test suit is filed soon, 
he believes a court decision on 
the matter could be obtained 
in time to help guide the pres- 
ent board. 

Because regular counsel, who 
will be employed to assist the 
board on other legal matters, 
will be extremely busy, he said 
he felt special counsel should 
be employed for the test case 
if the board finally decides to 
go ahead. '

The announcement of Kess- 
ler’s decision caused almost as 
much excitement as the steady, 
hard punching of Patterson, 
who fought a fine, smart fight. 
He didn’t waste his energy try- 
ing to maul with Jackson but 
waited for openings and then 
came through with rights and 
lefts which had enough power 
to fell a mule. However, Jack- 
son possessed of a strong con- 
stitution, took them all and 
came back fighting. 

In explanation of his decision, 
Kessler said that he had judged 
the rounds by the clock. 

“And in most of them Jack- 
son led for two minutes of ev- 
ery three,” Harry said. “He was | 
the aggressor throughout, lead- 


ing the fight most of the way og, 


and in my opinion was entitled 
to consideration for that.” 

It was pointed out to Kessler, 
however, that it seemed that 
one of Patterson's blows was 


worth two dozen of Jackson's | 


pawing. 

“That may be right, but that’s 
where the difference of opinion 
comes,” replied Harry. “How 
many of Jackson's’ softer 


son’s sharper, more effective 
wallops? That's to everybody's 
opinion. Patterson hit cleaner 
than Jackson, that’s true, but I 
didn’t think he did enough to 
make up for Tommy’s aggres- | 
siveness.” 

Writers 3 to 1 for Floyd. 

Kessler’s opinion was not 
shared by sports writers at 
ringside, for they saw it 3 to 1 | 
for Patterson and most of them 
by a wide margin. The writer 
had it 10 rounds for Patterson, 
one round for Jackson and one 
even. 


There were no knockdowns, | 


but in the fifth round Patterson 
stumbled all the way across the 
ring. Kessler immediately sig- 


naled that it was not an official | 


knockdown; but Jackson’s han- 
diers later declared it was, and 
said it was from a smashing 
righthand to the body. 


Neither man was marked to | 


any great extent, Patterson had 


bled slightly during the fight- 
ing 

There were tfmes when it 
didn’t seem possible for Jack- 
son to stand up under Patter- 
son’s pounding; but at no time 
did his eyes appear glazed, nor 
did he appear to be in any se- 
rious danger of being knocked 
out. 

Several times, 


however, he 


‘was stunned so badly that his 


guard actually dropped and he

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ON THE OTHER HAND, 
economic aid, which I think 
important, and expansion of 
world-wide cultural projects as 
we have carried on so far, prob- 
ably would be a great advan- 
tage to our prestige in the 
world. At present, we give 
rather grudgingly in this re- 
spect, while other countries 
invest much more money in 
cultural programs abroad.

of St. Cecilia under the 
auspices of the Italian Foreign 
Office, the Presidency of the 
Council of Ministers, the Min- 
istry of Education and the 
municipality of Rome. 

Forty-one candidates from 18 
nations were accepted as con- 
testants and the competition 
was judged by an international 
jury of experts. 

This American was eliminated 
when there were still eight con- 
testants in the field. But he 
could not remain for an extra 
week to witness the finals of 
the competition-because he ran 
out of money. Nevertheless, he 
believes he gained enormously 
by his experience, for he is only 
29 years old and hopes some 
day to be a great conductor.

NEARLY ALL of the other 
contestants were sent by their 
countries’ ministries of culture 
after having undergone national 
elimination contests at home. 
But our Government had no in- 
terest in sending anyone to this 
contest. Why should we be in- 


. terested in the development of 


a new conductor of orchestras? 
And since this young man 
represented this country in a 
non-offieial capacity, our em- 
basy did not even know of his 
existence. Competitors from 
other nations, however, were 
looked after by their embassies 
and considered as important 
representatives of their govern- 
ment in the cultural field. 

This young man has returned 
with the feeling that a “Porgy 
and Bess” tour perhaps will do 
more in spreading United States 
good will among nations than 
can be achieved on trips by 
many diplomats. 


I think our Government is 
beginning to sense the truth of 
what my correspondent has said. 
But I wish more of the people 
of the country would be con- 
scious of the real need of 
spreading knowledge of our cul- 
ture in other countries of the 
world.

But too often, youngsters ac- 
customed to the routine of 
school feel lost, particularly 
during the early days of vaca- 
tion, unless some planning is 
done for them. For parents, too, 
September seems a long, long 
time away as they assume that 
extra vacation job of keeping 
little hands and minds occupied 
from sunup to sundown, and 
bodies healthy.

HERE are a few suggestions 
for parents to help make this 
a wonderful summer to think 
back on when school bells start 
to toll again: 

Give your youngsters a safe, 
clean place to play—a place 
with lots of sunshine but also 
plenty of shade. See that they 
have rest periods between 
strenuous periods of play, and 
remember that plenty of sleep 
at night is just as necessary 
during vacation time as it is 
during the school year. 


Teach your children to play 
safely; to be careful of traffic 
when crossing the street or rid- 
ing a bicycle, and never dart 
out into the street after a lost 
ball. If swimming is the order 
of the day choose a swimming 
pool or beach where the water 
is clean and a lifeguard is al- 
ways on hand. Keep a first aid 
kit handy for the minor cuts 
and scratches that are inevita- 
ble. 


Wholesome, carefully chosen 
meals at regular intervals are 
a summertime must.
